It generally was agreed
that citizens should be more
critical and skeptical about
freeway construction than
they have in the past. When
la freeway is proposed, we
should ask: Is the freeway
necessary? What will be its
leffect upon the communities?

For example:

1. a freeway should be de-
signed to beautify an
_area by its location, struc-
turing, and landscaping;

2. a freeway, if possible,
should serve as a cohesive
rather than a devisive
force;

3. a freeway should be built
so that it breaks up traf-
fic congestion in the com-
munities it serves;

4. parking places or other

l identifiable public facil-

ities should be construct-
ed adjacent to a freeway.
